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School Board to go ahead with 


second boiler despite millage defeat

Although the renewal of the Sinking 
Fund was turned down by voters on May 
5, School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said 
the district couldn't wait to replace the 
boiler system at McBride Middle School. 
so he recommended taking $500,000 from 
the general fund to pay for most of the 
$650,000 project. 

He gave his recommendation Monday 
at the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education held at 
Tyler Elementary School. 

Supt. Van Tassel said it was possible to 
wait another year, but the boiler is past its 
life span now. 

He said even though the 
couldn't cover the cost, he

I the project 
led to be done this summer. He said it 


is prudent to take care of the boiler. 

Last month the board approved 
replacement of the Owen school boiler this 
summer and the same contractors will do 
both Owen and McBride at the same time. 
They plan to start as soon as school is over 
and plan to be done before school starts in 
the fall. 

The school administrators and Plante 
Moran had accepted bids for the boiler 
on April 2. At the April 13 meeting, Eric 
Dumont of Plante Moran CRESA said after 
the election to renew the Sinking Fund he 
would have to give a reevaluation of the 
McBride boiler to make sure they don't 
drop "those funds below the emergency 
line. 


The move still leaves several hundred 
thousand in the Sinking Fund 
emergencies, Van Tassel said. 

Van Tassel said he is checking to see if 
the Sinking Fund passes later, if the district 
can be reimbursed the cost of the MeBride 
boiler out of Sinking Fund, but he doubts 
it. The next chance for a question on the 
ballot is November, he said. 
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Sinking Fund to voters? 

During its work/study session at 7 p.m. 
Monday, May 18, the school board will 
discuss what to do about putting a Sinking 
Fund question before voters again 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said if the 

district communicates better to voters the 
significance of the Sinking Fund she is sure 
they will pass it. 
That's a good chunk of money to take. 
ош of the general fund." Trustee Frazier 
said of the half million for the boiler.

VBT passes resolution authorizing 
litigation against Visteon Corp.

At its regular meeting on April 21, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Truste 
Voted unanimously to authorize litigation 
against the Visteon Corporation, directing 
the law firm of Clark Hill to draw up the 
paperwork. 

When pressed for a таво 
Supervisor Linda Combs said, 
has not bargained in good faith.” 

The township is seeking enforcement of 
the Settlement Agreement with Visteon 
that agrees to reimburse the township for 
bond payment shortfalls, which now are 
expected in 2018. 

‘The resolution explains how the Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA) 
was established in 2002 to, among other 
things, encourage the construction of 
Visteon’s world headquarter in VBT. 

Visteon and the township entered 


into various agreements. 
Development greement, thatwereintended 
to get Visteon to locate its headquarters and 
operations in the township. 

Under the terms of the Development 
Agreement, Visteon was contractually 
obligated to invest sufficient funds into 
Visteon Village to insure sufficient tax 
revenues would be generated to repay 
certain township-issued bonds in thei 
entirety.

During the bankruptcy, Visteon and VBT 
settled their various pending disputes and 
entered into an Agreement and Mutual 
Release, dated Jan. 25, 2010. 

s part of the Settlement Agreement, in 
order to alleviate the township's concerns 
that the reduced assessed value of Visteon 
Village would result in a shortfall for the 
bonds, the agreement included Visteon's 
commitment to insure no shortfall would 


The township hired Public Financial 
Management Inc. one of the nation's 
foremost public 


finance investment 


advisers, to conduct a cash flow analysis 
for the township. 
РЕМ ran several projections tied to 


various assumptions and in its September 
2013 report concluded that under each 
and every scenario run by PEM a payment 
shortfall occurred. 

On Sept. 9, 2013, the township through 
counsel delivered the РЕМ report to 
Visteon with a Demand Letter. In the 18 
months since, Visteon has engaged in 
an ongoing effort to avoid the obligation 
under the Settlement Agreement. 

In a related action at the April 21 
meeting, the board voted unanimously 
not to contribute additional funds towards 
the bond refinancing of the LDFA Tax 
Increment Refunding Bonds, Series 2015. 

Supervisor Linda Combs had supported 
à $4 million contribution to reduce the 


interest оп the $17 million bonds, but 
the rest of the board was against it. She 
changed her vote to give a united front in 
the decision.

City Council approves joint crack 
sealing from $200,000 in road funds

At a special meeting on Monday, the 

Belleville City Council voted unanimously 

to spend about $200,000 of the $400,000 

available in two road funds to do necessary 

joint crack sealing on city streets this 


Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria was absent 
and excused. 

The council plans to ask the Downtown 
Development Authority for help in paying 
for the project, all of which is in the РРА. 
district. 


The streets scheduled for the joint crack 
sealing are Main Street, Fifth Street, 
Liberty Street, and all the streets in Victoria. 
Commons. 

DPW Director Keith Tackett said if the 
city doesn’t seal the joint cracks in Victoria 
Commons soon, “you'll have another 
Harbour Pointe.” 

Harbour Pointe streets are in serious 
disrepair, according to the study. 

The major streets should have joint cracks. 
sealed every three years, said engineer 
Ryan Kem of Hennessey Engineers 

‘The council was warned by Tackett 
and engineer Ryan Kern that the water 
seeping into the cracks and then freezing 
in the winter is breaking up the streets, that 
otherwise were in good shape. 

‘The city met in special session Monday to 
discuss the budget and an evaluation report. 
prepared by Hennessey Engineers, putting, 
ratings on all the streets in the city, from 1 
(the worst) to 10 (the best) 


While the council decides how to pay 
for upgrading all the streets, the joint crack 
sealing was a project deemed immediately 
necessary and affordable by using the fund 
balances on hand in Local and Major road 
funds -- $200,000 available in each fund, 

The cost of bringing all the str 
the city into good shape is unofficially 
estimated at about $9.6 million and Tackett 
said he would like to see another $3 
million in the total to correct the crumbling 
infrastructure that they are sure to uncover 
once they dig below the str 

City Manager Diane Kollmeyer said they 
do not have ап estimate yet because the 
council has yet to direct the administration 
to get an estimate. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said they will 
have to come up with a citywide millage 
to pay for the project and they will have to 
explain to the people why everyone has to 
pay for work on streets they don’t live on 

When asked for an estimate of when the 
sealing would take place, Kern said if they 
start the engineering now, they could go 
ош for bids in four to six weeks. 

He said the streets will have to be shut 
down briefly during the process as you 
can’t drive on the sealing compound for 
two hours after putting it in place. 

Council members agreed the city wil 
have to notify business people and the 
residents of Victoria Commons when thei 
streets will be closed for sealing

Days. It was a one day event staged at Graham Park on Wear 
Road. Approximately ten volunteers arranged all the festivi- 
lies, which included fireworks, crafts, a parade, honored citi- 
zens, а carnival and a Queen Contest, The attendance was 
only 100 people. 


In 1976, our country's Bicentennial was celebrated and the 
festival parade consisted of several floats. The attendan 
that year at Sumpter Days was approximately 2,000 attend- 
ces. Subsequent Sumpter Days were held at Graham Park 
with similar activities, In 1984 and 1985 the Sumpter Days 
festival was 

held at Graham Park on Wear Road for four days. 


1986 marked the year of change. The theme of the festival 
became "country" and thus evolved SUMPTER COUNTRY 
FEST. The festival was moved from the Graham Park loca- 
tion to the Sumpter Township Fair Grounds. In 1987 а cham- 
pionship Rodeo and Demolition Derby were added and the 
festival has been growing and continues to do so. 


Since this time, the Sumpter Country Fest has continued to 
improve and add entertainment that will bring enjoyment to 
inity and visitors from the surrounding areas. At- 
ires have grown to approximately 20,000 plus.

This Sumpter Energy Associates (SEA) facility began as a 4.0-megawatt landfill gas-to-energy plant located at the Carleton Farms Landfill in 
Sumpter Township, Michigan, When the plant began commercial operation in July of 1998, it housed five Caterpillar 3516 en, 

sets produci electricity. The original design of the facility planned for the future expansion of th 

units as the added in August of 1999, increasing the plants electrical production to 5.6 
megawatts. A third generator set was added in April of 2001 bringing the facility's production capacity to 6.4 MW. 

trical power generated at the plant is transported 1.5 miles and tied into the Detroit Edison distribution grid, This plant gener 
ficient power to provide electricity for over 7.000 homes and businesses in the greater Detroit Metropolitan area. This facility will eventually 
be expanded to produce 12 MW of power and will become the largest internal combustion landfill gas plant in the state of Michigan. 

The Carleton Farms Landfill is owned by Republic Waste Serv ipproximately 30 miles west of Detroit. и is a 640-acre 
landfill that opened in 1993. There are over 90 collection wells in place delivering over 3.4 million cubic feet of landfill gas each day, 

The plant was designed and built by Landfill Energy Systems, the general manager of SEA. Landfill Energy Systems also performs the daily 
operation and maintenance of the facility. It is the third landfill gas generating
